Russians 
To Pull Out 
By Nex t June 


New Ag reement With 
Peiping Is Viewed 
Only 
ith Suspicio n

The Moscow announcem ent of a 
new agreem ent with Red China 
is an event of great significance. 
Among other things, it hints at 
the existence of strains in Moscow- 
Peiping relations and efforts to 
ease them. 
Since the Russians are notorious­ 
ly unwilling to get out of any place 
once they have a foot in the door, 
the announcement that they are 
leaving Port Arthur b y next June 
can only b e viewed with suspicion. 
Perhaps the Red Chinese politely 
insisted on the departure. 
But there was compensation for 
this, from the Soviet viewpoint. The 
communique announced that a rail­ 
way will b e constructed from Alma 
Ata, capital of Soviet Kazakhstan 
near the China frontier, through 
rem ote Sinkiang and Ulan Bator, 
the capital of Outer Mongolia. 
Both Sinkiang and Mongolia ap­ 
pear to have figured largely in 
strains b etween Moscow and Pei­ 
ping. It seemed highly significant 
that Chinese Prem ier Chou En-lai, 
on his way home from the Geneva 
conference, chose to stop off at 
Ulan Bator. 
Outer Mongolia once was Chi­ 
nese territory . Russians infiltrated 
for m any y ears under b oth czars 
and 
com m isssars. 
Thé 
Soviets 
caused it to secede from Chinese 
rule. F irst Nationalist and then 
Red China were forced to recog­ 
nize the perm anent separation of 
Outer Mongolia from China. But 
the Chinese never lost interest in 
the area, now designed a “people’s 
repub lic” b y the Russians. 
It is also likely the Chinese are 
not overly happy ab out gradual 
Soviet domination in China’s Sin­ 
kiang province, which the Russians 
have b een draining economically 
for some time. It is a rich area, 
twice the size of Texas, with m any 
natural resources, including urani­ 
um. 
The Russians apparently want to 
continue exploiting b oth those rich 
areas. To placate the Chinese they 
agree (1) to get out of Port Arthur, 
(2 ) 
to increase the num b er of 
heavy industrial projects they are 
helping the Chinese to b uild from 
141 to 156 and (3) to extend a long­ 
term credit of 130 million dollars. 
The Soviet Union also will trans­ 
fer it’s share in joint Russian- 
Chinese companies to Peiping, b ut 
this is no giveaway , any m ore 
than the economic help is. Both 
are paid for b y what the communi­ 
que calls “ items of usual export’* 
from China. That m eans more ex­ 
port of what the Chinese can least 
afford—food.

Russians 
To Pull Out 
By Next June 


New Agreement With 
Peiping Is Viewed 
Only W itll Suspicion

The Moscow announcem ent of a 
new agreem ent with Red China 
is an event of great significance. 
Among other things, it hints at 
the existence of strains in Moscow- 
Peiping relations and efforts to 
ease them. 
Since the Russians are notorious­ 
ly unwilling to get out of any place 
once they have a foot in the door, 
the announcement that they are 
leaving Port Arthur by next June 
can only be viewed with suspicion. 
Perhaps the Red Chinese politely 
insisted on the departure. 
But there was compensation for 
this, from the Soviet viewpoint. The 
communique announced that a rail­ 
way will be constructed from Alma 
Ata, capital of Soviet Kazakhstan 
near the China frontier, through 
rem ote Sinkiang and Ulan Bator, 
the capital of Outer Mongolia. 
Both Sinkiang and Mongolia ap­ 
pear to have figured largely in 
strains between Moscow and Pei­ 
ping. It seemed highly significant 
that Chinese Prem ier Chou En-lai, 
on his way home from the Geneva 
conference, chose to stop off at 
Ulan Bator. 
Outer Mongolia once was Chi­ 
nese territory. Russians infiltrated 
for m any years under both czars 
and 
com m isssars. 
Th6 
Soviets 
caused it to secede from Chinese 
rule. F irst Nationalist and then 
Red China were forced to recog­ 
nize the perm anent separation of 
Outer Mongolia from China. But 
the Chinese never lost interest in 
the area, now designed a “ people’s 
republic” by the Russians. 
It is also likely the Chinese are 
not overly happy about gradual 
Soviet domination in China’s Sin­ 
kiang province, which the Russians 
have been draining economically 
for some time. It is a rich area, 
twice the size of Texas, with m any 
natural resources, including urani­ 
um. 
The Russians apparently want to 
continue exploiting both those rich 
areas. To placate the Chinese they 
agree (I) to get out of Port Arthur, 
(2) 
to increase the num ber of 
heavy industrial projects they are 
helping the Chinese to build from 
141 to 156 and (3) to extend a long­ 
term credit of 130 million dollars. 
The Soviet Union also will trans­ 
fer ifs share in joint Russian- 
Chinese companies to Peiping, but 
this is no giveaway, any m ore 
than the economic help is. Both 
are paid for by what the communi­ 
que calls “ item s of usual export” 
from China. That m eans more ex­ 
port of what the Chinese can least 
afford—food. 
The new treaty shows that the 
Moscow-Peiping axis 
still is

Board At Wellsville 
To Pay Yellow Creek 
Also For Bus Hauls 


The Wellsville Board of Educa­ 
tion Monday night authorized Ray­ 
mond S. Rolley, clerk, to negotiate 
with the Yellow Creek School Dis­ 
trict to pay tuition and to provide 
transportation for five pupils wno 
live within the Wellsville school dis­ 
trict but attend No. 16 School. 
Miss Freda Schubert, principal cf 
Ko. 16, wrote that there are two 
first graders, two second graders 
and an eighth grader who attend 
her school but whose parents are 
paying taxes to the Wellsville dis­ 
trict. 
Three of the children live in the 
Park Addition and the other two 
en 18th St. Heights. 
The board voted to pay the tu­ 
ition for the remainder of the year 
but only on a temporary basis. A 
different arrangement will be set 
up for the next term. 
Supt. S. E. Daw pointed out that 
■ “big attraction” for the children 
to attend No. 16 is the transporta­ 
tion and the hot lunch. 
Rolley was also authorized to 
purchase fuel oil for the furnace 
serving the high school and new 
addition from the Standard Oil Co. 
dealer until bids are let for the 
winter supply. 
Standard Oil asked 10.7 cents per 
gallon on the first tank. 
Supt. Daw said the Hall Plumb­ 
ing & Heating Co. completed in­ 
stallation of the 6.000-gallon tank 
for the furnace at a cost of $1,800. 
The board also voted to advertise 
for bids for fuel for all of the 
schools. 
The Manufacturers Light & Heat 
Co. has not changed its attitude 
on installing gas to the high school 
and new addition, according Supt. 
Daw. 
Supt. Daw said some of the tops 
and bottoms of the window frames 
in the high school are rotting and 
need replacing. He said the new 
furnace at the Garfield School is 
leaking around the bottom of the 
bonnet but the Sabbato Bros., con­ 
tractors, notified him they will in­ 
spect it. 
Supt. Daw said the damper on 
the furnace at MacDonald School 
had been fixed and the chimney 
cleaned. 
Rolley was authorized to send a 
letter of acknowledgment to t h e 
State Board of Control for the 
grant of $70,000 to the school dis­ 
trict and letters of appreciation to 
the five members of the reviewing 
committee who made the study of 
Wellsville schools preceding t h e 
grant. 
The fund enables the board to 
complete its school building pro­ 
gram, including the plumbing and 
lighting contracts for the new Mac­

Seen Hatch Act Violation 
Hays Protests Hunton’s 
J 
Proposed Farm Aide Tour 


Rep. Wayne L. Hays protested 
at Washington Monday afternoon 
against what he said was a report 
that an Agriculture Department of­ 
ficial will tour the 18th Ohio Con­ 
gressional District on behalf of his 
opponent, Atty. Walter J. Hunston 
of Salem. 
In a letter to Secretary of Agri­ 
culture Ezra Taft Benson, Re p . 
Hays said Atty. Hunston reported 
in a press release last week that a 
department official will tour Hays' 
district Oct. 21-23. 
Rep. Hays, the Democratic in­ 
cumbent, is seeking a fourth term 
in the district, which includes Co­ 
lumbiana County. Atty. Hunston, 
the GOP nominee, announced plans 


for the tour by an agriculture de­ 
partment official, but did not name 
him. 
“ You may be certain,” H a y s 
wrote to the secretary, “that when 
I am returned to the 84th Congress 
this obvious violation of the Hatch 
Act will be thoroughly investigated. 
“The farmers of the nation have 
suffered enough at y o u r hands 
without having their tax money to 
support a candidate in a political 
campaign,” Hays added. 
“ I can understand your interest 
in replacing me, a working farm­ 
er, with my opponent, who knows 
nothing about the farm ers’ prob­ 
lems, and therefore could make no 
intelligent appraisal of your ap­ 
proach to the program.”

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Justice Jackson 
President Eisenhow’er will have to choose 
carefully to replace the qualities that had made 
the late Justice Robert J. Jackson a valuable 
member of the U.S. Supreme Court. 
Yet, when he was appointed in 1941, a prom­ 
inent senator said Jackson lacked the “ char­ 
acter, philosophy and judicial temperament” 
to sit on the highest bench. Perhaps the senator 
was right, at the time. Perhaps Jackson was 
one of the many associate justices of the Su­ 
preme Court who rose to the occasion. 
He acquired a reputation for leaning toward 
the conservative point of view, although as U.S. 
attorney general he had seemed inclined to 
lean in the opposite direction. But he never be­ 
came over-cautious. 
He erupted with criticism against at least 
two other members of the Supreme Court when 
he took ex ception to their behavior. And when 
he took a leave of absence to be chief U.S. 
prosecutor in the Nuremberg trials in 1946, he 
embraced a rising new concept of international 
law that infuriates legalists. 
It is the concept that men who start a war of 
aggression are international criminals who must 
be held accountable for their misdeeds, espe­ 
cially if their crime against humanity has been 
compounded by brutality . 
The strict legalists argued then and argue 
now that war Is not murder on a mass scale 
when used as an instrument of national policy ; 
that there can be no such thing as a war crim­ 
inal, therefore, and that no one can be held 
accountable for death, destruction and atro­ 


cities. 
It is possible that Justice Jackson’s strongest 
bid for remembrance will be his willingness 
to accept moral law as a code for international 
justice before legalists had found a way to set 
up international laws.

More Than Frost In Brazil 


'The Federal Trade Commission’s belated find­ 
ing of unlawful action in the coffee trade comes 
at the end of a long investigation. 
What the investigation seems to have revealed 
is that unseasonable frost in Brazil in the 1953 
season did hurt the coffee crop, but the real 
cause of the unprecedented rise in coffee prices 
in the United States was of homegrown origin. 
The FTC complaint names the New York Coffee 
and Sugar Ex change and the New York Coffee 
and Sugar Clearing Assn. 
There was more than the ordinary law of 
supply and demand at work, in other words. 
There was the equally well known law that say s 
people will try any thing they can get away 
with — and if they do get away with it they 
will try it again. 
In the old day s, commodities were manipulatr 
ed sy stematically to force prices up and some­ 
times down. Speculators dreamed of “ getting a 
corner” on commodities, to force prices out of 
sight and make a killing. But since all killings 
had to be made at the ex pense of commodity 
users, the users demanded government protec­ 
tion against manipulation. 
The Federal Trade Commission is the FBI of 
the commodities ex changes. It has just finished 
doing its duty on the background of the cir­ 
cumstances that forced the price of coffee to 
unprecedented heights. There was more to it 
than frost in Brazil. The heat was on in New 
York, say s FTC. 


UNFORTUNATELY that is not 
what the Gray report said. The 
three dots which show an elisicn 
are insufficient. 
Much 
more 
is 
omitted, 
forming 
a 
paragraph 
which makes Schlesinger’s quota­ 
tion altogether inadequate. First I 
shall give the sentence in full that 
the learned historian has shorten­ 
ed: 
“ We believe that it has been 
demonstrated that the government 
can search its own soul and the 
soul of an individual whose rela­ 
tionship to his government is in 
question with fuU protection of the 
rights and interests of both. 
Of course, the omission of the 
words, “ with full protection of the 
rights 
and 
interests 
of 
both,” 
changes the meaning of the sen­ 
tence completely . 
Now let us have a look at the 
entire paragraph in the Gray re­ 
port: 
“ We find ourselves in agreement 
with 
much 
that 
underlies 
both 
points of view. We believe that the 
people of our country can be re­ 
assured by this proceeding that it 
is possible to conduct an investiga­ 
tion in calmness, in fairness, in 
disregard of public clamor and pri­ 
vate pressures, and with dignity . 
We believe that it has been dem­ 
onstrated that the government can 
search its own soul and the soul 
of an individual whose relation­ 
ship to his government is in ques­ 
tion with full protection 
of 
the 
rights and interests of both. We 


THIS MAKES Schlesinger’s eli­ 
sions even more in bad taste, sure­ 
ly for a Harvard historian, be­ 
cause the Gray board states its 
terms precisely to make unjusti­ 
fiable a criticism of its conduct 
from the standpoint of “ a govern­ 
ment for Americans.” 
The problem that faced those of 
Dr. 
Robert 
Oppenheimer’s 
col­ 
leagues who were forced to sit 
in judgment of him was not that 
he is, as Schlesinger writes, “ a 
cocky , 
irritating, 
even 
arrogant 
man.” Many very able men in 
their own fields are cocky , irritat­ 
ing and arrogant. Many of the pro­ 
fessors, 
most popular 
a m on g 
y oungsters, are like that. 
Robert Oppenheimer’s 
troubles 
arose from the fact that he lied, 
that his lies made no sense as the 
truth 
might have 
made 
sense. 
Granting his enormous abilities, 
one still wonders at the m or a l 
qualities of a man w'ho deliberate­ 
ly lies and who, when he is forced 
by cross-ex amination to admit that 
he lied, seems to find nothing im­ 
moral about it.

The World Moves 
The revival of European initiative, as shown 
in the use of the Brussels Pact to take the 
place of the European Defense Community , has 
put resp o n sib ility 
for security on the Continent 
where it belongs—in the hands of Britons, 
Frenchmen. Germans. Netherlanders, Italians 
and Belgiums. For the first time since the end 
of World War II. the United States is going 
along with a scheme “ made in America.”

This agency — which is not to 
be confused with the National Se­ 
curity Council — is wholly within 
the Department 
of 
Defense. 
It 
used to be in the Army . It is the 
most “ hugh-hush” 
operation 
in 
Washington. For it deals with the 
whole problem of codes and ciphers 
used in communicating secret in­ 
formation to and from other coun­ 
tries throughout the world. 
If any one could know the secrets 
of this agency he could decipher 
and read all the messages going 
back and forth, not only between 
military installations of the United 
States at home and abroad, but 
between the United States and all 
its embassies and legations in for­ 
eign countries. 
Petersen is charged with receiv­ 
ing into his own possession, out­ 
side the offices of the National 
Security Agency , highly sceret doc­ 
uments beginning in 1948 and run­ 
ning untU December 1952. Duripg 
part of that period the Korean War 
was going on. Whether what was 
learned by foreign officials outside 
the United States as a result of 
this leak play ed a part in the un­ 
happy result of the Korean War is 
not y et known. 
This much is clear—the Petersen 
documents found their way into the 
hands of a foreign government 
which is being described as friend­ 
ly . This means merely that the 
government concerned was not a 
Communist country . It does not 
mean that the information failed 
to i^ach one or more Communist 
governments. If the Communists 
had a man planted in the offices 
of a friendly government abroad, 
a surreptitious means of commun’- 
cation from Washington to Moscow 
was thereby opened up. 


ALTHOUGH THE government in 
question to which the Petersen doc­ 
uments were transmitted 
is 
not 
Great Britain, it may be noted in 
passing that Donald MacLean, who 
was for a long time in charge of 
the “ American desk” in the British 
Foreign Office, fled in May 1951 
behind the Iron Curtain. 
The new scandal points up clear­ 
ly one thing — that the United 
States Senate is allowing itself to 
become the victim of a “ red her­ 
ring” when it proposes to spend a 
special session debating whether 
Sen. McCarthy 
used polite 
lan­ 
guage to a general or to a sena­ 
tor while at the same time the 
weaknesses of the American se­ 
curity sy stem are not being in­ 
vestigated. 
The Congress established a Sen­ 
ate and a House committee on gov­ 
ernmental operations. Sen. McCar­ 
thy as the head of the Senate com­ 
mittee has been try ing to focus 
attention on the weakness of the 
present security sy stem, only to 
find himself persechted and prose­ 
cuted. 
The facts which are emerging 
now indicate that a coverup job 
has been done on the real loose­ 
ness inside ex ecutive agencies. It 
is not the result of any disloy alty 
among federal officials, but it is 
the direct consequence of admin­ 
istrative incompetence. 


TO THIS DAY all the facts about 
the Fort Monmouth scandal have 
not been revealed, and determined 
efforts have been made to hush up 
what happened there. At F or t 
Monmouth are the secrets relating 
to the newest methods of detecting 
the approach of enemy bombers 
bearing atomic bombs. This is im­ 
portant to the safety of the people 
of the United States. Yet the mili­ 
tary recommendations that certain 
things be cleaned up at Fort Mon­ 
mouth were overruled or neglected 
by civilian boards whose acts have 
never been ex posed to public view. 
Why were the Army ’s own rec­ 
ommendations so long neglected at 
Fort Monmouth? . What civilians 
were mix ed up in this neglect of 
duty ? These are pertinent ques­ 
tions, and while so far as is known 
thus far what happened at Fort 
Monmouth has no direct connection 
with the Petersen scandal, the un­ 
derly ing weakness of the sy stem 
in both places is just the same. 
The American 
people 
do 
not 
know that the FBI has nothing to 
do with the operations of Fort Mon­ 
mouth or the 
National 
Security 
Agency , and that military person­ 
nel have the primary responsibility 
for surveillance. 
Conceding the loy alty and con­ 
scientious character of the military 
personnel engaged in intelligence 
work, the question arises at an­ 
other level — the civilian boards 
which alone evaluate the evidence 
concerning personnel. Who super­ 
vises these civilian boards in the 


d i f f e r e n t government depart­ 
ments? Nobody ex cept theoretical­ 
ly the busy chief of the agency it­ 
self. 


THERE IS NO overall review 
board in ex istence today on either 
loy alty or security matters. The 
Truman administration had a loy ­ 
alty review board, but none that 
was empowered to review security 
risk ca ses. The Eisenhower admin­ 
istration has moved a step back in 
abolishing the overall review board 
on loy alty without substituting a 
new board to check up on all the 
departmental boards in both loy al­ 
ty and security cases. 
Why wasn’t 
Petersen 
checked 
and re-checked 
during 
the 
last 
four y ears? How many other per­ 
sons are there who have not been 
checked and who may have been 
or now are leaking secrets to out­ 
side parties? 
It is basically the sy stem that’s 
at fault. Rather than spending its 
time arguing about the manners 
of the senator from Wisconsin the 
Senate should be setting up a com­ 
mittee to find out who promoted 
Peress to be a major, why the 
civilian security boards in the Ar 
my did not accept military recom­ 
mendations at Fort Monmouth in 
certain security matters, and why 
loose and inefficient methods still 
prevail which make it possible for 
the security of the United States 
to be damaged seriously as in the 
Petersen case.

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Justice Jackson 


President Eisenhower will have to choose 
carefully to replace the qualities that had made 
the late Justice Robert J. Jackson a valuable 
member of the U.S. Supreme Court. 
Yet, when he was appointed in 1941, a prom­ 
inent senator said Jackson lacked the “ char­ 
acter, philosophy and judicial temperament** 
to sit on the highest bench. Perhaps the senator 
was right, at the time. Perhaps Jackson was 
one of the many associate justices of the Su­ 
preme Court who rose to the occasion. 
He acquired a reputation for leaning toward 
the conservative point of view, although as U.S. 
attorney general he had seemed inclined to 
lean in the opposite direction. But he never be­ 
came over-cautious, 
He erupted with criticism against at least 
two other members of the Supreme Court when 
he took exception to their behavior. And when 
he took a leave of absence to be chief U.S. 
prosecutor in the Nuremberg trials in 1946, he 
embraced a rising new concept of international 
law that infuriates legalists. 
It is the concept that men who start a war of 
aggression are international criminals who must 
be held accountable for their misdeeds, espe­ 
cially if their crime against humanity has been 
compounded by brutality. 
The strict legalists argued then and argue 
now that war is not murder on a mass scale 
when used as an instrument of national policy; 
that there can be no such thing as a war crim­ 
inal, therefore, and that no one can be held 
accountable for death, destruction and atro­ 
cities. 
It is possible that Justice Jackson’s strongest 
bid for remembrance will be his willingness 
to accept moral law as a code for international 
justice before legalists had found a way to set 
up international laws. 


More Than Frost In Brazil 


The Federal Trade Commission’s belated find­ 
ing of unlawful action in the coffee trade comes 
at the end of a long investigation. 
What the investigation seems to have revealed 
is that unseasonable frost in Brazil in the 1953 
season did hurt the coffee crop, but the real 
cause of the unprecedented rise in coffee prices 
in the United States was of homegrown origin. 
The FTC complaint names the New York Coffee 
and Sugar Exchange and the New York Coffee 
and Sugar Clearing Assn. 
There was more than the ordinary law of 
supply and demand at work, in other words. 
There was the equally well known law that says 
people wall try anything they can get away 
with — and if they do get away with it they 
will try it again. 
In the old days, commodities were manipulat­ 
ed systematically to force prices up and some­ 
times down. Speculators dreamed of “ getting a 
corner” on commodities, to force prices out of 
sight and make a killing. But since all killings 
had to be made at the expense of commodity 
users, the users demanded government protec­ 
tion against manipulation. 
The Federal Trade Commission is the FBI of 
the commodities exchanges. It has just finished 
doing its duty on the background of the cir­ 
cumstances that forced the price of coffee to 
unprecedented heights. There was more to it 
than frost in Brazil. The heat was on in New 
York, says FTC. 


The World Moves 
The revival of European initiative, as shown 
in the use of the Brussels Pact to take the 
place of the European Defense Community, has 
put responsibility for security on the Continent 
where it belongs—in the hands of Britons, 
Frenchmen. Germans, Netherlanders, Italians 
and Belgiums. For the first time since the end 
of World War II, the United States is going 
along with a scheme “made in America.” 
Here at home there is evidence, too, that 
the world moves. 
The matchless voice of Marian Anderson, the 
great Negro contralto, is going to be heard in 
a production of the Metropolitan Opera Co. It 
has been a long time since the ladies of the 
D.A.R. in Washington. D. C., refused to let 
Miss Anderson sing in Constitution Hall be­ 
cause of her color. They might still do it again, 
but since they did it the first time in 1939 
they have learned something about the kind of 
discrimination: It can hurt them more than it 
can hurt Marian Anderson. 
And in Washington, D. C., which owes some­ 
thing to America because it is the nation’s 
capital, anti-segregation riots among school chil­ 
dren have quieted down. The teen-ager leader 
who had been the noisiest victim of an un- 
American environment of racial discrimination 
was made to see the error of his ways and 
has promised to behave like an American 
citizen. The world moves. . .

Jr., wrote: “Is absolute security 
possible short of an absolute state? 
Robert Oppenehimer was doubtless 
at moments a c o c k y , irritating, 
even arrogant man. But surely no 
arrogance of Oppenheimer equals 
the arrogance of those who, in the 
frightening words of the Gray 
board, affirm that ‘it has been 
demonstrated that the government 
can search. . .the soul of an in­ 
dividual whose relationship to his 
government is in question.’ 
‘The government which claims 
to do this would hardly seem a 
government for Americans.” 


UNFORTUNATELY that is not 
what the Gray report said. The 
three dots which show an elision 
are insufficient. 
Much 
more is 
omitted, 
forming 
a 
paragraph 
which makes Schlesinger’s quota­ 
tion altogether inadequate. First I 
shall give the sentence in full that 
the learned historian has shorten­ 
ed: 
“We believe that it has been 
demonstrated that the government 
can search its own soul and the 
soul of an individual whose rela­ 
tionship to his government is in 
question with full protection of the 
rights and interests of both. 
Of course, the omission of the 
words, “ with full protection of the 
rights 
and 
interests 
of 
both,” 
changes the meaning of the sen­ 
tence completely. 
Now let us have a look at the 
entire paragraph in the Gray re­ 
port: 
“We find ourselves in agreement 
with much 
that underlies both 
points of view. We believe that the 
people of our country can be re­ 
assured by this proceeding that it 
is possible to conduct an investiga­ 
tion in calmness, in fairness, in 
disregard of public clamor and pri­ 
vate pressures, and with dignity. 
We believe that it has been dem­ 
onstrated that the government can 
search its own soul and the soul 
of an individual whose relation­ 
ship to his government is in ques­ 
tion with full protection 
of 
the 
rights and interests of both. We 


believe that loyalty and security 
can be examined within the frame­ 
works of the traditional and in­ 
violable principles 
of American 
justice.” 


THIS MAKES Schlesinger’s eli­ 
sions even more in bad taste, sure­ 
ly for a Harvard historian, be­ 
cause the Gray board states its 
terms precisely to make unjusti­ 
fiable a criticism of its conduct 
from the standpoint of “a govern­ 
ment for Americans.” 
The problem that faced those of 
Dr. 
Robert 
Oppenheimer’s 
col­ 
leagues who were forced to sit 
in judgment of him was not that 
he is, as Schlesinger writes, “a 
cocky, 
irritating, even arrogant 
man.” Many very able men in 
their own fields are cocky, irritat­ 
ing and arrogant. Many of the pro­ 
fessors, 
most popular a m o n g 
youngsters, are like that. 
Robert Oppenheimer’s troubles 
arose from the fact that he lied, 
that his lies made no sense as the 
truth might have 
made 
sense. 
Granting his enormous abilities, 
one still wonders at the m o r a l 
qualities of a man who deliberate­ 
ly lies and who, when he is forced 
by cross-examination to admit that 
he lied, seems to find nothing im­ 
moral about it.

On Thursday night, Oct. 7, Beck 
told his people he would not stop 
their strike for an increase of $10 
a week or some 15 million dollars 
annually. The truck owners will 
resist this demand. If the strike 
rolls, a million dollars a day will 
be lost in wages. And the experts 
estimate that once the railroads 
stop picking up stuff for the east 
because it is not being trucked 
away from freight yards, at least 
50 million dollars worth of busi­ 
ness will be affected each week— 
for perhaps eight weeks, 


BECAUSE THE whole n ation- 
even far off West Coast cities—will 
feel such a strike, the truck own­ 
ers are approaching the W h i t e 
House, seeking presidential inter­ 
vention. They hope to convince 
President Eisenhower to issue his 
third Taft-Hartley 
anti-strike in­ 
junction. 
There's no guarantee the rank 
and file Teamsters will flock back 
to work, regardless of what the 
White House does. They are a ter­ 
rifically militant crowd. This may 
turn out to be one of the most 
dramatic showdowns yet to hit the 
industrial front. 
Another headache for Ike is com­ 
ing from the Pentagon. Its pur­ 
chasing agents are paying little 
attention to the need to place mili­ 
tary orders in communities where 
thousands of jobless could be put 
back to work if the Armed Forces 
let out orders there now. Instead, 
the Pentagon is ignoring unemploy­ 
ment 
figures 
and 
is 
shopping 
around for the lowest prices. It is 
piling orders up in commumties 
where jobs are not scarce. There 
will be political repercussions. • . 


THE FIERY Mike 
Quill, 
CIO 
Transport Workers Union leader, 
verbally cut Franklin D. Roosevelt 
J r to ribbons not too many nights 
ago. It seems that young Roose­ 
velt crossed the CIO after it went 
out on a limb in its unsuccessful 
fight to get him the New York 
Democratic gubernatorial nomina­ 
tion. 
FDR Jr. had a pact with the 
New York CIO leaders. He prom­ 
ised such men as Quill and the 
Maritime Union’s Joe Curran that 
he would be their political partner 
inside the Democratic party if they 
would make the fight 
for 
him. 
Franklin also promised the CIO 
chiefs that if they failed to get him 
the 
top 
spot, 
he would refuse 
to accept any other nomination and 
say, in effort, he would work only 
with CIO inside the Democratic 
party. 
Since the Roosevelt name and 
glamor would be needed by the 
Democrats in the fight to defeat 
the Gov. Dewey-Sen.

bine, the Democrats would have 
had to come to the CIO, to consult 
them, to take advice and make 
deals on 
judgeships, 
patronage, 
etc., etc. 
So CIO cut itself off from the 
regular Democratic machine by 
blasting it publicly when it refused 
to nominate FDR Jr. for governor. 
But 
young 
Frank 
then 
turned 
around and took third spot on the 
ticket — the nomination for attor­ 
ney general — leaving the CIO 
high and dry. Now CIO has to 
come back meekly into the fold 
with no bargaining power. So they 
really told off FDR Jr. His name 
is mud with all labor now, be­ 
cause the AFL didn’t want him 
from the start. 


INDUSTRIALISTS believe 
that 
General Motors will yield to Walter 
Reuther and work out some sort 
of guaranteed annual wage for the 
hundreds of thousands of CIO auto 
workers in his union. GM’s strategy 
is to get a five-year contract guar­ 
anteeing labor peace in their plants 
for another half decade. 
They did this in 1950 when they 
agreed to give the Auto Workers 
Union a five cents an hour, or $2 
a week, increase each year to keep 
pace with the workers’ ability to 
produce cars more quickly. That 
made a $10-a-week jump over the 
five-year period—and there were 
no strikes. 
Now GM experts reportedly have 
worked out a plan whereby they 
will guarantee a yearly wage to a 
good many of their workers for 
five years, whether these hands 
work or not.

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Petersen Case Shows Security Weakness

The most 
sensational 
security 
scandal the United States govern­ 
ment has encountered since Klaus 
Fuchs stole the secret of the atom 
bomb for Russia has just been un­ 
covered in the arrest by the FBI 
of Joseph S. Petersen Jr., profes­ 
sor of physics and mathematics, 
employed for the last 13 years in 
the National Security Agency. 
This agency — which is not to 
be confused with the National Se­ 
curity Council — is wholly within 
the Department of 
Defense. 
It 
used to be in the Army. It is the 
most “hugh-hush” operation 
in 
Washington. For it deals with the 
whole problem of codes and ciphers 
used in communicating secret in­ 
formation to and from other coun­ 
tries throughout the world. 
If anyone could know the secrets 
of this agency he could decipher 
and read all the messages going 
back and forth, not only between 
military installations of the United 
States at home and abroad, but 
between the United States and all 
its embassies and legations in for­ 
eign countries. 
Petersen is charged with receiv­ 
ing into his own possession, out­ 
side the offices of the National 
Security Agency, highly sceret doc­ 
uments beginning in 1948 and run­ 
ning until December 1952. During 
part of that period the Korean War 
was going on. Whether what was 
learned by foreign officials outside 
the United States as a result of 
this leak played a part in the un­ 
happy result of the Korean War is 
not yet known. 
This much is clear—the Petersen 
documents found their way into the 
hands of a foreign government 
which is being described as friend­ 
ly. This means merely that the 
government concerned was not a 
Communist country. It does not 
mean that the information failed 
to Peach one or more Communist 
governments. If the Communists 
had a man planted in the offices 
of a friendly government abroad, 
a surreptitious means of communi­ 
cation from Washington to Moscow 
was thereby opened up. 


ALTHOUGH THE government in 
question to which the Petersen doc­ 
uments were transmitted is 
not 
Great Britain, it may be noted in 
passing that Donald MacLean, who 
was for a long time in charge of 
the “American desk” in the British 
Foreign Office, fled in May 1951 
behind the Iron Curtain. 
The new scandal points up clear* 
ly one thing — that the United 
States Senate is allowing itself to 
become the victim of a “red her­ 
ring” when it proposes to spend a 
special session debating whether 
Sen. McCarthy used polite lan­ 
guage to a general or to a sena­ 
tor while at the same time the 
weaknesses of the American se­ 
curity system are not being in­ 
vestigated. 
The Congress established a Sen­ 
ate and a House committee on gov­ 
ernmental operations. Sen. McCar­ 
thy as the head of the Senate com­ 
mittee has been trying to focus 
attention on the weakness of the 
present security system, only to 
find himself persecuted and prose­ 
cuted. 
The facts which ire emerging 
now indicate that a coverup job 
has been done on the real loose­ 
ness inside executive agencies. It 
is not the result of any disloyalty 
among federal officials, but it is 
the direct consequence of admin­ 
istrative incompetence. 


TO THIS DAY all the facts about 
the Fort Monmouth scandal have 
not been revealed, and determined 
efforts have been made to hush up 
what happened there. At F o r t 
Monmouth are the secrets relating 
to the newest methods of detecting 
the approach of enemy bombers 
bearing atomic bombs. This is im­ 
portant to the safety of the people 
of the United States. Yet the mili­ 
tary recommendations that certain 
things be cleaned up at Fort Mon­ 
mouth were overruled or neglected 
by civilian boards whose acts have 
never been exposed to public view. 
Why were the Army’s own rec­ 
ommendations so long neglected at 
Fort Monmouth? , What civilians 
were mixed up in this neglect of 
duty? These are pertinent ques­ 
tions, and while so far as is known 
thus far what happened at Fort 
Monmouth has no direct connection 
with the Petersen scandal, the un­ 
derlying weakness of the system 
in both places is just the same. 
The American 
people 
do 
not 
know that the FBI has nothing to 
do with the operations of Fort Mon­ 
mouth or the 
National 
Security 
Agency, and that military person­ 
nel have the prim ary responsibility 
for surveillance. 
Conceding the loyalty and con­ 
scientious character of the military 
personnel engaged in intelligence 
work, the question arises at an­ 
other level — the civilian boards 
which alone evaluate the evidence 
concerning personnel. Who super­ 
vises these civilian boards in the 


d i f f e r e n t government depart­ 
ments? Nobody except theoretical­ 
ly the busy chief of the agency it­ 
self. 


THERE IS NO overall review 
board in existence today on either 
loyalty or security matters. The 
Truman administration had a loy­ 
alty review board, but none that 
was empowered to review security 
risk cases. The Eisenhower admin­ 
istration has moved a step back in 
abolishing the overall review board 
on loyalty without substituting a 
new board to check up on all the 
departmental boards in both loyal­ 
ty and security cases. 
Why wasn’t Petersen 
checked 
and re-checked during the last 
four years? How many other per­ 
sons are there who have not been 
checked and who may have been 
or now are leaking secrets to out­ 
side parties? 
It is basically the system that’s 
at fault. Rather than spending its 
time arguing about the manners 
of the senator from Wisconsin the 
Senate should be setting up a com­ 
mittee to find out who promoted 
Peress to be a major, why the 
civilian security boards in the Ar­ 
my did not accept military recom­ 
mendations at Fort Monmouth in 
certain security matters, and why 
loose and inefficient methods still 
prevail which make it possible for 
the security of the United States 
to be damaged seriously as in the 
Petersen case.

West Virginia 
Unit Sees Need For 
More School Funds 
CHARLESTON (J) — Before a 
special legislative committee to­ 
day was an estimate that, f o u r 
years from now, support of t h e 
state’s public schools will require 
more than 28 million dollars in 
additional annual revenue. 
The estimate w a s included in 
data placed before the Committee 
on Government and Finance, and 
the Commission on I n t e r s t a t e 
Cooperation, by the West Virginia 
Education Assn. at a meeting here 
yesterday. 
The figure reflects a higher pro­ 
posed annual minimum teachers’ 
salary schedule which the WVEA 
has suggested might be reached 
by spreading the increases over a 
four-year period. 
That p r o p o s e d higher scale, 
adopted by the WVEA’s delegate 
assembly at a meeting last spring, 
would raise the m i n i m u m base 
pay of a teacher with an A. B. 
degree from $2,340 annually to 
$3,000. 
For th e holder of a master’s 
degree, the increase in the base 
would be to $3,250 from 
$2,565. 
There also would be correspond­ 
ing increases for holders of doc­ 
tor’s degrees, and on t h e basis 
of teachers’ experience. 
Representatives of t h e WVEA 
told the committee yesterday that 
the proposed higher salaries would 
mean that an additional $7,755,415 
would be required for the f i r s t 
year; $11,014,555 for the second;

I am thinking of the shy tot 
who, while with his mother on the 
street, is accosted by a friend o, 
hers. He may hang his head, and 
chew his fist in silence, while be­ 
ing urged in vain to speak. 
T h e frustrated, 
embarrassed 
mother supposes the friend expects 
her to punish the child if he doesn’t 
speak. 


SOMETIMES the supposition is 
correct. Sometimes, indeed, th e 
mother does rebuke and shame the 
youngster, threaten him with pun­ 
ishment and warn him of what 
will happen when she gets h i rn 
home. 
But the poor youngster did not 
act as he did on purpose. He was 
so paralyzed with fear that 
he 
could not do otherwise. 
How cruel the friend and the 
child’s mother were, especially the 
mother.
